many sides . .. several people 
fasted 48 hours and learned a 
great deal more about them- 
selves." 


Four Purposes 


"We accomplished all four 


of our purposes," Milne said. 
He indicated he was particu- 
larly pleased with the number 
of students who fasted. De- 
spite reports that many went 
to their dormitories or home 
for the weekend, "they still 
kept their pledge to fast," the 
student noted. 


The main purposes of the 


hunger strike was to foster 
discussion for those attending; 
to sway public will; to de- 
monstrate the existence of a 
concerned community, and to 
focus thoughts on the war. 


Milne, who claimed to have 


fasted the entire 48 hours, 
said, "hunger is a psychologi- 
cal thing. . .and I wasn't 
actually hungry."

The local church, mother par- 


ish of the northwest, is the

in Wisconsin and 
is 


observing its 140th anniversary 
this year. 


"Mommon Factor" 


"Revolution 
is a common 


factor 
in evry one of our 


lives." said the bishop, com- 
menting that it is not restricted 
to the campuses or the ghettos. 


It is his opinion that in this 


present chaos, the church's re- 
sponsibility, and so the respon- 
sibility of every churchman is. 
"While upholding and insisting 
that others uphold the law and 
order of our country, to bring to 
bear on our society the justice 
and mercy of our Lord Jesus 
Christ 
with every ounce of 


strength at our command." 


"It is our Christian duty, the 


very stuff of our Christian life, 
to look 
at 
the revolutionist 


wherever we find him and to 
look for him wherever he may 
be, to listen to his cry and to 
bring Jesus Christ to bear on 
him and his society." 


The bishop told his audience 


that while patiently listening to 
past 
debates during council 


sessions on resolutions, he has 
been troubled because he felt 
the real issue has not been 
openly stated and faced. 


Real Issue 


The real issue, he feels, is not 


a certain kind of housing, cloth- 
ing or food, but a question of 
responsibility, the right of the 
church to be dealing in the 
political, economic and social 


I conditions of man. 


"In the mind of the Lord 


[there is no such thing as His 


i Church apart from the world in 


I which it is; in His mind, it is 
His Church deeply and inextric- 
ably involved in all of the 


, affairs of men ... it is His 
| Church redeeming man and the 
society of man." 


Bishop Brady admonished the 


delegates that'it is their respon- 
sibility, as Christians, to carry 
out this redemption. "Jesus 
Christ came into this world to

culture at no cost. The stamps 
then are purchased by partici- 
pants. The county deposits the 
receipts, and the Department of 
Agriculture gives bonus stamps 
in addition to the purchased 
stamps which are paid by its 
subsidy. 


The only cost to the county is 


that of administration. 


Eligibility is based on the size 


of household, net monthly in- 
come and liquid assets, such as 
cash on hand and stocks and 
bonds, according to Wiedenbeck.

U.S. Declared Loser of War Against Mosquitoes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government spent $53 
million over the past five years 
to stamp out a yellow fever-car- 
rying mosquito only to decide 
the insect wasn't all that dan- 
gerous and probably could not 
be eradicated anyway. 


Although there had not been a 


case of yellow fever reported in 
40 years in the United States, 
the program was begun in 1964 
to prevent the possibility of any 
future outbreak and to end mi 
gration of the Aedes Aegypti 
mosquito to Latin America.

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NLF Shows Sign of Sincerity 


Probably the most important factor of 


the ten point program to end the war in 
Vietnam proposed by the National Libera- 
tion Front is that it was proposed at all. At 
least now there is a slight indication that 
the Viet Cong are interested in finding a 
way to peace. Certainly their interest has 
been in doubt during the past year. 


United States officials have cautiously 


acknowledged that there might be some 
areas of agreement to be reached in the 
program although a major part — the 
unilateral 
withdrawal of all American 


troops and materials 
of war "without 


posing any condition whatsoever" — is 
clearly unacceptable. The Viet Cong do 
suggest that the North Vietnamese might 
actually have some troops south of the DMZ. 
however, when they propose that "the 
question of the Vietnamese armed forces in 
South Vietnam shall be resolved by the 
Vietnamese parties among themselves." 


Except 
for the 
usual phrase, the 


"United States imperialists' war of aggres- 
sion," the 
document is free 
of the 


vehement propaganda charges that have 
accompanied other Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese pronouncements. 


The document proposes that "during 


the period intervening between the restora- 
tion of peace and the holding of general 
elections, neither party shall impose its 
political regime on the people of South 
Vietnam." And it further proposes that the 


foreign policy of a peaceful and neutral 
South Vietnam shall include the establish- 
ment of diplomatic, economic and cultural 
relations "with all countries, irrespective of 
political and social regime, including the 
United States, in accordance with the five 
principles of peaceful coexistence." 


This,, at least on paper, is a divergence 


from the fanatical isolation of the Red 
Chinese. There would be a 
temporary 


coalition government requiring only that 
members stand for "peace, independence 
and neutrality." Efforts to reunite the 
North and the South will follow the 
establishment of an elected government in 
the South. 


This all sounds much better than it ever 


works out in arrangements with Commu- 
nist partners. But the proposal also sug- 
gested that an international body supervise 
the withdrawal of American troops and, as 
Averill Harriman said, this provision might 
be enlarged into international supervision 
of elections. 


At least there is something of a change 


from the stalemated talks that have been 
going on in Paris. It just might be that 
substantial discussions could develop from 
the program and bring us closer to an end 
to the war. As Senator Jacob Javits said, 
time is running out for the Nixon Admini- 
stration to close out one of the most 
unpopular actions of the United States 
government in our history. 


Latin American Investment Ticklish 


The new Assistant Secretary of State 


for" Inter-American 
Affairs, Charles A. 


Meyer, told members of the Council for 
Latin America that the individual nations 
should establish clear rules concerning 
foreign investment. 


"Perhaps the new long-term considera- 


tion today is that capital wants to know the 
rules of the game — whatever the host 
country decides they may be. . .Capital is a 
curious thing, with perhaps no nationality. 
It flows where it is served best." 


Most Latin American nations badly need 


outside capital but they have often been 
unwilling or unable to control the attitudes 
of many Latin Americans toward invest- 
ment, particularly from the United States. 
The old "banana republic" term of con- 
tempt continues to be used. Many of the 
more wealthy and influential Latin Ameri- 
cans also resent American pressures for 
social and economic reforms which would 
threaten their financial status. 


But the major objection 
of outside 


investors 
is doubt over the political 


stability of many Latin American nations. 
The doubt has heightened since the action 
of the Peruvian government seized the 


International Petroleum Company, a sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil of New Jersey, and 
has so far refused 
to offer 
adequate 


compensation. Even if a host government 
sets up reasonable regulations, there is no 
assurance that they would be honored if 
the government should fall or be forced out 
by a coup. In fact the new regime in Peru 
came into power because of publicity over 
the deals made by the old government with 
the oil company — deals alleged not to be 
in the best interests of the Peruvians. 


There are several organizations that 


purposely invest in Latin America with 
very small profits to improve the economic 
situations in the host country and avoid the 
charge that the investors are exploiting a 
poor people. But private investments are 
generally intended to make money and 
there are risks involved entirely aside from 
the political situations. 


In the present era of South American 


instability it will take a 
considerable 


amount of cooperation and forebearance on 
the part of both North and South Ameri- 
cans to encourage the economic develop- 
ment of Latin America. Such development 
won't corne in a hurry. 


The World Can Sf ill be Whacky 


In a world beset by wars, plagues, 


revolutions, famine, drug addiction, alco- 
holism, student militants and overreacting 
police, the contest sponsored by the 
London Daily Mail was a refreshing change 
in the news. 


It was a trans-Atlantic race from the 


observation deck on the 86th floor of the 
Empire State Building in New York to the 
33rd floor of the General Post Office Tower 
in London, or the other way around. 
Participants used just about any type of 
transportation they wanted but air travel 
was a must to get over the Atlantic 
speedily. 


On the ground anything went. 
One gentleman, dressed in an Ed- 


wardian suit, used a Stutz Bearcat, horse 
and coach, two balloons and a 1919 Rolls 
Royce. Others tried speed boats, a mule, 
motorcycles and bikes, helicopters and an 
ostrich. And the spirit of the whole affair 
was pretty well summed up by a man flying 
his Piper Cub. 


"I have seven pounds of peanut butter, 


a bottle of cognac donated by the B. B. C. 
and 500 biscuits for emergencies, but I'm 
afraid I won't have enough gas. I'm 99 
miles short on my leg between Iceland, and 
Ireland. Either I have to get a tailwind or 
I'll glide," said Ben Garcia. And to demon- 
strate his determination, he wore a Red 
Baron helmet. 


As long as such glorious nonsense goes 


on, there is still hope for the old world.

Most Cities Abroad 
Make Ours Look Sick

Speaking of American cities, 


as I was yesterday, reminded 
me that I had recently finish- 
ed reading John Gunther's 
newest book, "Twelve Cities," 
which discourses in typical 
sprightly Gunther fashion on 
such metropolises as London 
and Paris, Vienna and Mos- 
cow, Jerusalem and Tokyo. 


Out American cities, alas, do 


not show up well against these 
foreign counterparts. It should 
hurt our national pride, for 
instance, to learn that Mos- 
cow, "with its spotless streets, 
is far cleaner than New York; 
it is a great industrial city, 
but has no smog." 


According to this veteran 


journalistic observer, who has 
been traveling for more than 
40 years, "Warsaw is a more 
harmonious community from 
several points of view than 
Los Angeles or Dallas." And 
such cities as Tel Aviv, Berne 
and Bruges "are better admin- 
istered" than most American 


cities in the same population 
class. 


It comes as no surprise 


when Gunther informs us that 
"Vienna has more amenities 
than Baltimore or St. Louis." 
But we should pay heed when 
he states categorically that: 
"The gross physical squalor, 
dilapidation, noise and filth in 
the outskirts of several impor- 
tant American cities would not 
be tolerated in Stockholm, 
Ankara or even Madrid." 


No city in Europe, we are 


told, "has an entrance so 
brutally unkempt as, let us 
say, Bruckner boulevard in 
New York." Even Beirut could 
show Detroit or Philadelphia a 
thing or two, "and Jerusalem, 
even if it is an Oriental city, is 
better run and less offensive 
to the eye and ear than 
Pittsburgh or Atlanta." 


These are esthetic consider- 


ations, some of which may be 
debatable. What is more dis- 
concerting is Gunther's flat 
judgment that is such matters 
as "public spirit" and "urban 
morals" the European cities 
are far ahead of us. "Citizens 
are law-abiding to a degree, 
and they have pride in their 
civic environment." 


(As a shocking illustration of 


this difference, Gunther points 
out that last year Chicago had 
well over 500 murders! Brus- 
sels, with a population in 
excess of one million, had 
exactly three murders last 
year — of which only one was 
premeditated!) 


In London and Paris, the top 


elected officials serve without 
pay, and politics do not in- 
volve patronage. "The police 
are honest by and large, and a 
crooked judge is virtually un- 
known." Not only in England, 
but throughout most of Eur- 
ope, criminal jurisprudence is
